Defense funding approved 
Chinese delegates in NY 


WASHINGTON d PI i —The House Appropriations 
Committee, approving a $71 billion defense money 
bill rejected. 31 to 15. today an amendment calling for 
withdrawal ol all I S forces from Southeast Asia not 
later than June 1. 
The latest attempt to write into law a binding 
version ol the end-the-war amendment generally 
associated with Senate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield was made at a closed committee session bv 
Hep Edward P Boland. D-Mass. 
Boland said the amendment will be offered again 
when the bill comes to the floor Tuesday. The House 
heretofore has supported the Mansfield amendment 
only in diluted form It approved late Wednesday a 
statement of policy that the United States should 
withdraw from Indochina subject only to release ol 


war prisoners. 
Boland s amendment would have incorporated this 
but also would have barred any outlays tor military 
combat or support operations by U.S. torces alter 
June 1 in or over South Vietnam. North Vietnam. 
Laos, or Cambodia. 
The committee sent the big money bill to the House 
with a report complaining that the military was 
collecting too much intelligence and promoting too 
many generals. 
The panel recommended to the House a reduction of 
$2.4 billion in the amount ol funds sought bv the 
Pentagon for the fiscal year which began July 1. 
But despite its proposed cut. $1.5 billion remained 
above what Congress appropriated for the same 
purposes last year. 


NEW YORK i l P h —Deputy Foreign Minister 
Chiao Kuanghua ol the Peoples Republic ol China 
arrived today at the head of a 46-member delegation 
to take the China seat in the United Nations that 
Peking savs was wrongly and illegally withheld from 
it for 22 years.

About 100 young persons, mostly Chinese, gathered 
at the airport about one hour before the first Air 
France plane touched down

Lewis F. Powell Jr 
The upshot ot the 10-minute closed door session was that Rehnquist s 
opponents succeeded in their delaying strategy but administration 
supporters blocked an effort to separate the two nominations. 
Chairman James O 
Eastland. D-Miss.. predicted that the two 
nominations would reach the Senate floor tor confirmation action before 
Thanksgiving 
At the closed meeting, sources said. Sen Sam J Ervin Jr.. D-N.C.. 
offered a motion to recommend immediately Senate confirmation ot the 
two. Sen. Birch Bayh. D-lnd.. ottered a substitute that would have 
recommended confirmation ot Powell only 
Sen. John V. Tunney. D-Calif.. then invoked a committee rule 
automatically delaying consideration ot Rehnquist Sen Marlowe VV. Cook. 
R-Ky . then invoked the delay on Powell. Under committee rules, a single 
member may delay a vote by a week on a nominee 
Powell, a Richmond. Va.. attorney, appeared to have no major obstacle to 
his confirmation But Bayh declared in advance ot the meeting he intended 
to force a delay of at least a week in committee consideration ot Rehnquist. 
an assistant attorney general

The plan splits the city into four 
areas each with a specific system 
designed to control floodwaters 
from 
particular 
directions. 
Estimated cost ot the total project 
is $1.7 million at 1970 prices. 


Councilman Sol Lefkowitz, co- 
chairman with William Fick, noted 
that construction ot any part ot the 
system next year or later would cost 
more than indicated because ot the 
escalation ot labor and material 
costs. 


The size ot the drainage conduits 
could also vary, "Selection ot a size 
to accomodate floods ot particular 
intensity is a value judgement. 
Lefkowitz said 
it s sometimes 
considered wise economically to 
select a five year storm frequency 
system or a 15-year, rather than a 
system that would protect the city 
against the most severe flood we 
could ever expect

comment, and Hardin, who returned 
Wednesday from a trip to Turkey, 
would not make himself available to 
reporters. Administration officials 
said there had been no dissatisfac­ 
tion with Hardin's performance. 
Hardin, 
56, 
a 
nat ive 
of 
Knightstown, Ind., joined Nixon's 
cabinet when the President took 
office in 1969. Hardin had spent the 
previous 14 years as Chancellor of 
the University of Nebraska and 


before that was Dean of Agriculture 
at Michigan State University. 
Hardin's selection to the cabinet 
came as a surprise, but he has built 
a reputation as a quiet, low-key but 
effective workman in the always* 
hectie arena of farm politics. In 
1970, after a drawn-out series of 
negotiations 
with 
farm 
bloc 
lawmakers 
in 
both 
parties, 
he 
engineered passage of a major new 
farm bill which drew a surprising 
amount of bipartisan support in 
Congress. 
The 
new 
program 
continued 
payments 
to 
farmers 
with 
idle 
acreage, but struck out in new 
directions by switching to a more 
flexible production control system 
which gives farmers more leeway in 
deciding which crops to grow. 
It was this extra flexibility which 
contributed 
to 
some 
farm 
belt 
grumbling 
against 
Hardin 
this 
summer. When a feared attack of 
corn 
blight 
disease 
failed 
to 
materialize and grain production 
zoomed to record, price-depressing 
levels, critics attacked the move 
away from the old system of putting 
specific acreage limits on major 
grain crops. 
Hardin launched a series of moves 
he said would improve the situation, 
including 
plans 
tor 
sharply 
expanded acreage 
retirement 
in 
1972, but he so far has refused to bow 
to demands for massive government 
purchases of surplus grain.

'Mini' tax bill must be big 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —The chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee said 
today any "m ini” tax bill must be big 
enough to erase the current $330 million 
state budget deficit and avoid another tax 
increase next year. 


By that standard, both the Democratic 
and Republican tax programs fall short. 
Both are out of balance, and the 1972 
session is less than two months awav. 


" It’s a futile thing to just take care of the 
budget and come back here in a month and 
a half and fight another tax crisis,” said 
Sen 
Randolph Collier, D-Yreka, whose 
Finance Committee must act on rival 
budget-balancing bills. 
The bill carried by Sen Walter Stiern. D- 
Bakersfield, would be $110 million out of 
balance next year while a similar measure 
by Assemblyman William T Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, would be $66 million short.

The suspected botulism deaths of two 
elderly widowed Santa Barbara sisters, 
and the discovery of a horde ot hundreds of 
jars of home-processed food, much of 
which 
is 
suspect, 
is 
s till 
under 
investigation. 
The deaths of Mrs. Mary Myrtle Smith. 
85. and Mrs. Jo Grace Hawley. 77. in the 
past few days, were accompanied bv 
symptoms which doctors said resembled 
botulism poisoning. 
County officials are awaiting findings of 
the State Health Department laboratory at 
Berkeley, 
where 
mice 
have 
been 
inoculated with samples of celery juice and 
other processed food found piled up in the 
modest frame home of the two women in 
Santa Barbara s East Side. Both women 
drank from a jar of celery juice shortly 
before their deaths, it was determined. 


Meanwhile. 54 jars have been turned in to 
health authorities, 50 from Mrs. Patricia 
Thole, of Baldwin Park, grand-daughter of 
Mrs. Hawley, and four from neighbors. 
Mrs. Thole had taken home jars over a 
period of months. 


Engle said the mice were still alive late 
Wednesday. But he said it is estimated 
effects might not show up for five days 
after the Tuesday inoculation Autopsies do 
not provide evidence of botulism. 
Health officials commented:

LOS ANGELES (U Ph-For the 
19th season, Walter Alston will 
manage the Los Angeles Dodgers 
next year, making quiet news in his 
unflappable fashion. 
The Dodgers made it official 
Wednesday when they announced 
that he has been "rewarded with his 


19th one-year contract. 
Dodger 
president 
W alter 
O'Malley, a lawyer among other 
accomplishments is reluctant to 
give a contract of more than one 
year's duration. 
Alston, who will be 60 Dec. 1, got 
the Dodger job in the first place 
because he was willing to sign for 
just one year and 
he's never 
complained since. Charlie Dressen 
who had the job wanted a long-term 
contract 
and 
when 
O Malley 
wouldn't give him one, they parted. 
That was in 1954 when the Dodgers 
were in Brooklyn and Alston was an 
unknown minor league manager 
who had one time at bat as a player 
in the majors. 
Alston won his first pennant and 
World Series with the Dodgers in 
1955. After the Dodgers moved West 
in 1958. he captured the pennant and 
the World Series again the next 
year. 
He thus became the only man to 
manage a club on both coasts and 
win pennants and World Series with 
it. 
During his 18 years as Dodger 
manager. 
Alston 
has 
won 
six 
pennants, four World Series, has 
finished second five tunes, third 
once, fourth twice, and has had only 
four clubs under the .500 mark at the 
season's end. 
In 1970, he matched the tenure ot 
the late Wilbert “ Uncle Robbie 
Robinson, who had 18 years from 
1914 through 1931. 
History 
shows 
only 
three 
managers 
with 
more 
longevity 
—John McGraw ol the old New York 
Giants with 31 years (1902-1932»; 
Connie Mack of the old Philadelphia 
Athletics with 50 years (1901-1950», 
and Cap Anson of the Chicago Cubs 
with 19 years (1879-1897». 
The Dodgers did not disclose 
Alston's salary. Some years ago he 
went over $50,000 and it seems 
certain he now is approaching the 
$100,000 milestone. 
Alston is most admired among 
baseball men for his ability to take 
success 
and 
failure 
without 
emotional turmoil. During 1971. his 
team came into contention late after 
being 11 games off the pace. 
The stretch run fell short and the 
Dodgers ended in second place one 
game back of the San Francisco 
Giants. During the hectic last days 
of the season. Alston was always the 
calmest man on the field and in the 
clubhouse. 


When he was asked to pick his 
greatest thrill over the years, he 
said he couldn't choose between his 
first Series victory in 1955 and the 
Dodger four-game sweep over the 
New York Yankees in 1963. No team 
had ever before beaten the Yanks 
tour straight in a Series.

Changing times for college athletes 


Out of the zoos, into coed dorms

NEW YORK—(N EA)—The 
University of Mississippi re­ 
cently announced it is build­ 
ing a new. $3-million athletic 
dormitory. At a b o u t the 
same time a new Gallup Poll 
headline read, "Coed Dorms 
Winning Acceptance.” The 
difference is as far-flung as 
Siberia and Sodom. 


Athletic dormitories, also 
k n o w n affectionately on 
campuses as "the zoo” or 
"animal kingdom" or "ape 
heaven," have, in m a n y 
parts of the country, gone 
the way of the chain gang. 
Except in the South, which 
often holds to tradition. 


Where athletic dormitories 
have been abandoned, such 
l i v i n g arrangements are 
looked upon like a work 
camp in Siberia. But where 
athletic dorms still flourish, 
the idea of a brutish but pris­ 
tine lineman running loose 
in 
a 
desegregated 
men’s 
dorm is horrific; to have 
them unleashed in a coed 
dorm is worse, like throwing 
them to the voluptuaries of 
ancient Sodom. 


The ol’ athletic dorm at 
Ole Miss is being torn down 
because it was big enough 
only for the football players. 
Now. 
the 
basketball 
and 
baseball players can partake 
of the captivating and cap­ 
tivated joys of athletic dorm 
life. Curfews, eating and lov­ 
ing habits are strictly regu­ 
lated. 
"This will be the mo s t 
beautiful athletic dorm in 
the country,” bubbled Bruis­ 
er Kinard, athletic director 
of Ole Miss. Out of each win­ 
dow in the proposed three- 
story edifice, 
the athlete 
may look upon a courtyard, 
filled with trees, flowers and 
lountains. There will not. 
however, be any animals 
roaming the premises. Ex­ 
cept after a team feeding. 


There are athletic dorms 
in each of the Southeastern 
Conference schools, except 
Kentucky. Kentucky had one 
until a few years ago. 
“ One of the main reasons 
we got rid of it,” said Ken­ 
tucky athletic director Harry 
Lancaster, "was that our 
joungsters were tearing up 
the furniture.” Also, raw 
steaks were strangely disap­ 
pearing from the kitchen at

alarming rates. 
Athletic dorms g r e w in 
popularity with the great 
growth of college football, 
20 and 30 and 40 years ago. 
As college football players 
became economic imple­ 
ments for the schools, their 
care and feeding became ob­ 
sessive among coaches and 
presidents who relied on win­ 
ning for survival. 
Two common reasons are 
given for the continuance of 
such housings; one is blat­ 
antly mercenary, the other 
soppingly paternalistic: 
“ If we pay an athlete’s 
expenses,” said Bruiser Kin­ 
ard, “ then I think we have 
a right to dictate his living 
conditions.” 


Alabama coach Bear Bry­ 
ant, warden of a garish ath­ 
letic dorm known as “ The 
Bryant Hilton,” takes the 
paternal tack: ” 1 f e e l a 
s t r o n g obligation to the 
mommas and poppas of the 
lootball boys here. The bovs 
are 
my 
responsibility 
24 
hours a day.” He rivets a 
stern eye on their school 


work and on their grooming. 
“ I’m not going to have any 
long-haired bugle blowers," 
he said. 


Schools like Kansas and 
South Carolina also keep 
quite an eye on their ath­ 
letes. At Kansas, the athletic 
dorm has a TV monitor at 
the front door. A control 
loom man makes sure no 
muscle-bound youth comes 
or departs after curfew. 
At South Carolina, the ath­ 
letic complex is 14 miles 
removed from the ma i n 
campus, avoiding germs at 
all costs. A system is set up 
that allows favored athletes 
to sit in plush seats with win­ 
dow views to the august ath­ 
letic fields, and be served by 
waiters. Lesser brethren eat 
cafeteria-style. 


No trouble with long hair, 
either. “ If the hair is too 
long,” one coach told Jack 
Scott, a sports and society 
gadfly, “ then the athlete 
doesn’t eat Once in awhile 
they'll go for a day—but they 
get hungry pretty fast.” 


As athletes find that they

Consultants — way of life 


A State legislative committee finally got 
around to issuing a report this week on a 
problem we are sure many long-suttering 
taxpayers have known about tor years 
the massive use of consultants in State 
government. 
The .Joint Legislative Audit Committee 
this week reported that the State has 
wasted millions during the last live years 
by granting $32 million in consulting 
contracts for work which could have been 
performed by itself. 
Citing some of the consulting contracts, 
the report stated that the Department of 
Public Works spent $6.6 million for 
consultants from July I, 1966 to June 30, 
1971; the Department of Education ran up 
a hill ot $3.2 million during the same 
period and other state agencies spent $22.1 
million. 


The report certainly points out that the 
consulting business is big business. 
It is our opinion that it will not be easy to 
solve tins problem. Most state agencies 
faced with far-reaching decisions much 
prefer to have the consultant to lean on 
and blame in the event the decisions are 
wrong. It is a political way ot life. 
Consulting also offers tinaneial security 
for defeated politicians. Sacramento is lull 
of them. 
The .Joint Legislative Audit Committee 
has now completed its report and has 
forwarded it to the Assembly Wavs and 
M eans 
Committee 
with 
the 
recommendation 
that 
the 
Legislature 
initiate a study of the states use of 
consultants. 
No doubt some consultants will be hired 
to accomplish this study.

journalist, Alistair Cooke, wrote of 
him in 1949 w hen he stood accused of 
what was in effect treason; ‘He had 
a fine articulation of chin and mouth 
and brow and nose that would leave 
him handsome at 80. So far the 
forecast need not be questioned or 
amended. So too, Cooke s perception 
that only the deep-set and agile eyes 
failed to match the serenity of his 
bone structure is if anything rein­ 
forced by the passage of time. The

beneath the prominent brows; now 
they dominate the face.' 1 kid you 
not, this kind ot stuff is going out 
over the Washington Post Foreign

The effrontery is wonderful. One 
remembers the super-bold descrip­ 
tions QÎ the noble features of Joseph 
Stalin, the harmonious idealism writ 
in Adolf Hitter s determined conten­ 
ance , 
And, then, the “ subject" 
Mrs. Hiss is teaching Yalta, the 
New Deal and the McCarthy era 
It is less amusing when Mr. 
Friendly permits his Hiss-tic to 
dominate bun utterly. After he has 
recovered from his stupefaction at 
the ph\ sical beauty ot Alger Hiss, he 
drags himself to explaining that 
Hiss s 
innocence 
is 
based 
on 
“ hypotheses c that i are all premised 
on considerations ot Chambers as a 
psychotic* 
individual, 
theories 
largely developed by professional 
psychiatrists in the years since the 
trials 
That is as concentrated a libel as I 
have seen in public print. The 
reference is to a self discrediting 


book by a psychiatrist which was 
rejected even by the reviewer for 
the New York Review of Books as 
the work of a wild necromancer 
weaving fantasies at the expense of 
Whittaker Chambers for the sake of 
fulfilling a deviate thesis which was 
taken seriously by approximately 
six people, of wobbly intellect, plus 
Allred Friendly, the Revisionist 
The entire exercise 
is at a 
personal level disgusting, because 
Chambers's reputation, having been 
vindicated about as thoroughly as 
Galileo's, is made, again and again, 
to suffer. In historical terms, the 
mischief 
is the calisthenics of 
kamikaze: Whittaker Chambers is 
ten years dead, but his words are the 
most durable poetry of a decadent 
West. 
“ People simply can't remember 
... Quite unconsciously for the most 
part, they want to believe me wrong 
and wicktd.
